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THE MUCH-AMENDED TARIFF BILL. 


The tariff bill has at length been 
passed by the Senate, after making 
changes which has altered the entire 
character of the bill. There was a 
majority of five in its favor on the 
final vote, and the bill now goes to a 
conference committee composed of 
membere from both houses of Oon- 
gress. This committee will endeavor 
to harmonize the differences and 
report a modified bill, which, it is 
hoped, will be acceptable to both the 
Senators and Representatives. The 
Conferenze Committee, realizing the 
fact that altogether too much time 
has already been frittered away, will 
probably hasten the completion of a 
compromise measure, and on its sub- 
mittal it is expected that prompt ac 
tion will be taken and the bill be 
pushed to finaladoption as law. It is 
a relief to-the commercial and indus- 
trial interests of the country to know 
that another stage has been passed 
and that there now appear fair pros- 
pects of an early end to the uncer- 
tainty from which the country has 
suffered so long and so much. The 
date when the new tariff will go into 
effect will, of course, be changed, but 
it is hcped that the final passage will 
be soon enough to enable Oongress 
to make its provisions operative not 


later than September 1.

THE ADVANCE IN ALCOHOL. 


Those who have been keeping a 
close watch of the affairs of the 
Whiskey Trust and the proceedings 
in Congress relative to an increase in 
the tax on spirits, were not surprised 
at the advance of six cents a gallon 
which we announced in the last issue 
of the Reporter as having been made 
by the Trust. Another advance was 
recorded on Thursdry last, of four 
cents a gallon. As was expected, the 
Independents have followed suit. and 
the market is for the present firmly 
fixea on the advanced basis. 

This appears to be the first move in 
the game the Trust is playing, and 
which we foreshadowed in an editorial 
in the Reporter of May 2ist. It is 
no doubt the desire of the Trust 
to be in a position to ad- 
vance the prices of its products, 
an amount equal to the increase 
which Congress shall ultimately make 
in the tax, withdrawing its stock of 
about 10,000,000 gallons at the old 
rate, and thus netting a profit of 
$2,001,000, providing the tax now 
fixed by the bill is finally passed into 
law. There is some talk, however, of 
the conference committee of the two 
houses fixing the rate at one dollar a 
gallon, which would net the Trust 
$1,000,000, provided, of course, that it 
is in a position to withdraw its entire 
stock at the old rate. The Trust is 
credited with a considerable amount 
of lobbying to secure the higher rate 
of taxation as fixed by the Sen- 
ate, and there is no doubt it 
would be satisfied to have an 
increase in the tax of even 
thirty cents a gallon as _ the 
greater the increase the more money 
in the pockets of the monopoly. Not 
long since there was some doubt as to 
the ability of the Trust to borrow the 
money necessary to enable it to with- 
draw such a large amount of spirits 
from bond at one time, but the opin- 
ion seems now to prevail that it can 
get sufficient money to accomplish 
its purpose. Asa matter of fact it is 
generally conceded that it must make 
the most of the change in the tax or 
go to the wall. It is reported to bein 
a very bad way financially, ayd no 
wonder, as the competition with out- 
side distillers has cut into its business 
and promises to still more cripple 
its interests. Today the Independ- 
ents are capable of turning out over 
60,000,000 gallons of spirits per 
annum, and they are working 











distilleries that have been erected at 
small cost compared with the prices 
the Trust has been compelled to pay 
for its plants. The monopoly has an 
enormously inflated capital, has dis- 
mantled about fifty of the distilleries 
it was obliged to purchase in some 
instances at three and four times their 
cost, and is constantly having trouble 
with its customers to whom it owes in 
rebates nearly $2,000,000, these cus- 
tomers having learned that they can 
buy of outside sources without inval- 
idating their rebate certificates, 

The Trust, however, is making a 
last desperate effort to regain lost 
ground, and offers a cash discount of 
three cents a proof galion on spirits, 
which is equivalent to the advance 
lately established. This is in the na- 
ture of a bait to gain back its custom- 
ers, but it will probably not have the 
desired effect, as dealers have learned 
that they can rely on obtaining their 
regular supplies from the Independ- 
ents, and they are loth toagain tying 
themselves up to the ‘monopoly under 
the rebate system. 

It has been said that before the dis- 
tilleries begin working in the fall the 
trade will find itself completely tied 
up in rebates, as the Trust has prac- 
tically all the supplies. This does not 
seem at all likely, as reports from all 
points indicate that there are good 
supplies in outside hands, and that 
they are being freely withdrawn from 
warehouse to get the full benefit of 
the proposed legislation. We think, 
under the circumstances, the trade 
has nothing to fear, though a still 
further advance in alcohol may be 
looked for.

THE POSITION OF AMERICAN SAF- 
FRON. 


A glance at the conditions at pres- 
ent existing in the market for Amer- 
ican saffron presents some rather in- 
teresting features, but to fully ap- 
preciate the prevailing situation we 
must go back about eighteen months, 
or tothe first of January, 1893, For 
the four years preceding this date, at 
no time had the price been above 
twenty-five cents per pound except 
during the period from February to 
May 1889, when thirty cents was the 
quotation, But about January first, 
1893, the stock was suddenly concen- 
trated and the market advanced 
from twenty-five to fifty cents for 
single beg lots and to one dollar for 
five bag lots by the fifteenth of the 
month. The single bag price was ad- 
vanced to sixty-five cents by the first 
of March and to eighty cents April 
first. Then it began to drop and 
sixty cents was reached by May first, 
fifty cents by the middle of June, and 
thirty cents by July first. The mid- 
dle of August witnessed a decline to 
twenty-five cents. A month later the 
market began to advance, and there 
was a gradual appreciation from this 
time until the middle of last April, 
when forty eight cents was reached. 
At this time the market began to 
drop, until twenty-five cents was 
again reached early in June, which is 
the prevailing quotation to day. 

We have thus briefly sketched the 
fluctuations for the past two years in 
order, if possible, to account for them 
in an article that is comparatively of 
little moment in the drug market. 

It is generally understood that dat- 
ing from the first sharp advance in 
the price early in January, 1893, one 
house has aimed to control and prac 
tically has controlled the market, It 
is even stated that when they made 
up their minds to monopolize the art- 
icle, they also obtained control of the 
outlet by making contracts to supply 
customers right along at the market 
price, which they were in a position 
to make from day to day. Then, as 
the bulk of the supplies received here 
came to one house which sold its 








goods to them, outsiders "who might 
be desirous of having a hand in the 
business were obliged to keep out for 
two reasons, i. € , inability to get suf- 
ficient stock, and to get any outlet. 

The price began to advance as soon 
as allthe new crop had arrived nd 
been secured, and by the time an ex- 
treme price had been reached and 
maintained awhile, the dealer in con- 
trol of the market wo ld commence 
to drop the price to meet the new 
crop which usually offers from first 
hands at about twenty cents, 

Whether the usual advance will 
take place after the new crop has 
been absorbed remains to be seen, as 
it is intimated that other dealers pro- 
pose to have a hand in saffron. If 
they are successful the era of high 
prices will no doubt be a thing of the 
past. The attempt to break the mo- 
nopoly has been tried before, but 
without success, and hence the pres- 
ent attempt will be watched with 
much interest, 

There seems to be no scarcity as 
the high prices which haveruled have 
stimulated cultivation, but the profit 
has not gone to the growers, 

Saffron is used in the measles and 
kindred diseases, and as a dye for 
worsteds, to which it imparts a rich 
yellow color. 





VALUE OF NAME AND GOOD WILL. 


In addition to the cost of a business 
plant, there is also a value attached 
to the name and good will of the busi- 
ness, and in some cases the value of 
the latter exceeds that of the former. 
Tn this era of the formation of incor- 
porated companies to conduct indus- 
trial enterprises the values placed 
upon the good will and name has in 
very Many casos been based upon a 
wild estimates. Aninstance of ex- 
treme valuation of this character is 
called to our attention by a 
Liverpool correspondent, which 
shows that our cousins across the 
water are not to be outdone in this 
matter. It appears that the manufac- 
turers os a soap in Liverpool have 
concluded to let the public share in 
the profits of their business, and have 
formed alimited company with a cap- 
isal of $7,500,000, of which $3,760,000 
is paid for name and good will! The 
organizers take all the ‘‘ordinary”’ 
shares and one-third of the ‘prefer- 
ence” shares, leaving $2 500,000 in 
shares to be sold tothe public. This 
amount hasbeen applied for several 
times over, and the shares are being 
dealt in before issue, selling in some 
instances at seven and one-half per 
cent. premium! The soap business in 
England must be extremely profitable 
to enable aconcern tosell its name and 
good will at such an enormous figure, 
though it is just possible that when 
dividend dates come the earnings will 
not be sufficient to pay the amounts 
promised on both common and pre- 
ference shares. 

That a name which, of course, in- 
cludes trade marks and good will, 
is a valuable part of the soap maker’s 
aseets, is well known, evidence of thé 
same being seen in this country. In- 
deed there are instances here some- 
what similar to the Liverpool con- 
cern, though, of course, showing a 
more modest estimate of the value 
p:aced on the good will. It would 
seem that the ‘‘name and good will’’ 
of a soap business would not 
be regarded of so stable a na- 
ture as to command such an 
enormous price and the securities be 
sought for at a premium, as new 
brands of soap are constantly being 
introduced, some of which become 
popular and crowd the older ones 
from the front. Where, then, is the 
value of the “name and good will” of 
a soap, the popularity of which is so 
subject to the changes in the predi- 
lections of an erratic public taste? 
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POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


With the beginning of the present 
month there was a supply of gambier 
in store here and at Boston amount- 
ing to 7,200 bales.

The present offerings of supplies ex- 
vessel and afloat. together with a fair 
supply in store, has had its effect on 
the market, imparting to it a very 
easy tone, while under present exist- 
ing conditions a strong demand is not 
likely to be felt,

MISCELLANEOUS. 
Free Alcohol for Medicine and the Arts. 


Just before the passage of the tariff 
bill by the Senate an important 
change was made in the whiskey 
schedule permitting the use of olco- 
hol in medicine or the arts without 
the payment of a revenue tax. The 
amendment is in the following words: 

Any manufacturer finding it nezes 
sary to use alcoholin the arts, or in 
any medicinal or other like com- 
pound, may use the same under reg: 
ulations to be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and on satis 
fying the Oollector of Internal Reve- 
nue for the district wherein he resides 
or carries on business that he nas 
complied with such regulations, and 
has used such alcohol therein, and ex 
bibiting and delivering up the stamps 
woich show that a tax has deen paid 
thereon, shall be entitled to receive 
from the Treasury of the United 
States a rebate or repayment of the 
tax so paid. 

This proposed change is not pleas- 
ing to the manufacturers of wood al- 
coho], whose business will be seri- 
ously crippled if grain alcohol is made 
free of tax for industrial and medici- 
nal uses. They have already made 
proteststs against the amendment 
and will probably make efforts to 
have the amendment stricken out by 
the Conference Committee.

The report of the Committee on 
New Remedies, by J. H. Hutchens 
was read by the secretary. It noted 
the introduction of something over a 
hundred new and important remedies 
which have been introduced to the 
medical profession. In connection 
with the report over thirty samples 
were presented for examination. The 
report received the close attention of 
the druggists and was ordered print- 
ed.

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Ingect Stems. 


Insect powder, if pure and of the 
best quality, is obtained by grinding 
the fresh flowers known in the trade 
as insect flowers. Oompetition, how- 
ever, and the desire of some purchas 
ers to buy cheaply and some jobbers 
to sell at a low figure, has a ver 
strong tendency to introduce the ad- 
dition of cbeaper articles so that they 
can be sold at a low figure without 
conflicting with the jobbers’ profit. 

At first old flowers were used, as 
they could be bought at a low price, 
and a powder made out of them 
wholly or in part, could be said to be 
a‘*‘pure” insect powder, although it 
would not be what a person calling 
for the best article, wanted, Neither 
would it be so valuable as an insecti- 
cide, according to the best evidence 
on the subject. 

More unscrupulous dealers are said 
to have added a variety of cheap adul- 
terants properly colored and artifi- 
cially flavored with a mixture of es- 
sential oils. (We published a formula 
some years ago said to be used for 
this purpose.) 

Lately a new article has come into 
the market, namely the stems of the 
plant producing the insect flowers, 
and, following the naming which has 
obtained in regard to these flowers, 
they may perhaps with equal propri- 
ety be called insect stems. They are 
always a very few of these stems in 
the bales of the best flowers, and 
those who have examined recent im- 
portations of stems, which, by the 
way, come in under the name of in- 
sect flowers, say that once in a while 
aang flower can be found amongst 
them, 

The importation of insect stems has 
been very heavy this spring, owing to 
the scarcity and the high price of the 








in March consisting of 112 bales was 
consigned to one house, and quitea 
number of other importations have 
been received before and since. 

Drug millers say that these stems 
are ground up with the flowers for the 
manufacture of so called pure insect 
powder, and a; the stem costs a great 
deal less than half as much as the 
flowers, it will be seen that the jobber 
does not loee any money by a judi- 
cious admixture of thie kind, even 
should he sell his so called pure pow- 
der for a few cents per pound less 
than the real article. 

When we learned some time ago 
that these insect stems were being 
largely imported for that purpose, 
every effort possible was made to get 
a sample of the pure stems in powder 
form, but we were unable to do so, 
and were compelled to import a bale 
of the stems in order to get some of 
the powder. 

This powder has been placed in the 
hands of a few prominent experts 
with instructions to find out, if possi- 
ble, some test by which the trade can 
tell when it is buying pure insect pow- 
der; whether it gets the powder of 
the fresh flowers or a mixture of the 
flowers and stems. Weill also have 
careful investigations made to see if 
& powder of the stems has any insect- 
icide value. Should it possess such 
properties, there isa prominent house 
ready to put it on the market and sell 
it under its proper name at a much 
lower price than is paid for it now, 
as an ingredient of the so-called pure 
insect powder, 

We expect to have full and satis- 
factory reports on this subject later 
on, but not in time for this season’s 
buying. Ina general way, it might 
be said that it is easy to get pure 
drugs of any kind if purchases are 
made only from the very best houses 
without any limit as to price. One 
difficulty is that a great many retail- 
ers do not know which are the best 
houses—houses they can safely trust 
in such matters. This is often a ve 
delicate question to handle, butif 
pur. hasers were more careful about 
such matters and examined more 
thoroughly what they bought,it would 
have a tendency to sustain and 
strengthen a house wanting to do 
right and at the same time restrain 
others who have little or no regard 
ae the quality of the products they 
sell. 

We have still left a little of the pow- 
dered stems and if there should be 
any others who wish to investigate 
the matter, we might be able to ac- 
commodate a few of them. We could 
also furnish a guaranteed sample of 
the best grade of pure insect powder 
made from fresh flowers only,—Drug- 
gists Circular. 
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New Nitrate Venture. 


The following particulars of the 
Lagunas Nitrate Co. are given by the 
Liverpool Journal of Commerce, as a 
considerable amount of money is be- 
ing subscribed for shares by capital- 
ists in that city. 

Itis stated that so far, with scarce- 
ly an exception, the whole of the Eng- 
lish companies formed for the pur- 
poss of working the nitrate deposits 

n Chili have been financial successes. 
If an average was made for the year 
ofthe amount of dividends paid by 
the whole of the companies it would 
probably be found thatthe return was 
not far short of 15 per cent, upon the 
capital invested, This result is all 
the more surprising when it is re- 
membered that the companies have 
been limited by the nitrate commit- 





‘tee to an equivalent of seven months’ 


production. In other words,the com- 
panies have earned their dividends 
although they have worked to a very 
little over half their capacity. Statis- 
tics show that Germany already con- 
sumes half of the total quantity of 
nitrate manufactured; this is suffi- 
cient evidence that the Teuton is well 
alive to the advantages of the com- 
modity as a manure, In America 
and elsewhere trials are being made 
to ascertain its effects in regard to 
several leguminous crops, and it is 
confidently expected by those who 
have already acquainted themselves 
vith its agricultural value that before 
long the demand from America will 
be enormously increased. All this is 
very fair evidence that the industry 
is a growing one, and that before 
many years as many tons of the ma- 
nure will be used as quintals are at 
the present time. In the meantime, 
however, the combination which ex- 
ists between the produeing compa- 
nies will effectually prevent any pos- 
sibility of over production causing a 
glut in the market, and consequently 
@ general fall in prices. Tbe company 
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which is to be issued to the public 
this week has been formed for the 
purpose of acquiring a third of the 
property owned by the Lagunas syn- 
dicate. A little information in regard 
to the work of the syndicate may be 
of interest. It was established in 1889 
for the purpose of acquiring the ex- 
tensive nitrate nitrate deposits in the 
Laguna district. Since then a branch 
line has been constructed by the Nit- 
rate Railway ms ag bringing the 
syndicate’s property into direct com- 
munication with tke port of Iquique. 
A good and sufficient supply of water 
has been obtained by working the 
grounds, and an officina has been 
erected capable of producing 300,000 
quintals of nitrate a month. The 
grounds have been proved to be very 
rich, the analysis showing nearly 48 
per cent. of nitrate, What this means 
can be best understood when it is re- 
membered that some of the nitrate 
grounds in the more southern dis- 
tricta, which only produce 18 per cent. 
of nitrate, are being worked at a pro- 
fit. Th capital of the new company 
will be £900,000, and it is estimated 
that a profit of £300,000 per annum 
will be earned. If these expectations 
are realized, the return to the share- 
holders will be 30 per cent. per an- 
num. Already. i: may be remem- 
bered, several thousand tons of nit- 
rate have been sold in advance at 
most remunerative prices. The new 
company will acquire one-third of the 
property of the syndicate, thus leav- 
ing to the latter two-thirds intact for 
future development. So favorable, 
however, is the outlook in the nitrate 
jadustry that already the syndicate 
have made arrangements to erect a 
new Officina. Under the existing con- 
ditions, the difficulty the companies 
are experiencing is not to find pur- 
chasers for the nitrate, but to keep 
pace with the demand. 

It is needless to state that Colonel 
North is to be chairman of the new 
Lagunas company. Tbroughout he 
has been the guiding spirit of the 
penn and it is chiefly owing to 
his enterprise and foresight that so 
much has been aécomplished. It is 
&D open secret that the ‘‘Oolonel’’ re- 
gards the Lagunas grounds as being 
among the richest of nitrate deposits 
in the Ohilian Republic, that he is 
more enthusiastic than ever in regard 
to the great future before the indus- 
try, and that so far from disposing of 
any of his nitrate shares he continues 
to be a steady buyer. 
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Alcohol in Germany. 


Official figures relating to the spirit 
industry of the German Empire have 
just been published. They show that 
60,026 alcohol distilleries were at work 
in the empire last year, against 59,787 
in 1892. More than one third (22,029) 
of these are found in the grape grow. 
ing provinces of Alsace Lorraine, 
19,577 in Baden, 6.508 in Wurtemburg, 
4,667 in Bavaria, and only 6,108 in 
Prussia. The great majority of the 
distilleries (47,885) are small ones, 
using fruit, brewery refuse, etc., as 
raw material. Only 27 works distill 
molasses—a branch of industry which 
appears to be dying out, as in 1891-92 
there were only 39 molasses using dis- 
tilleries at work. fF arinaceous sub- 
stances (potatoes and grain) are used 
by 12,613 works. Prussia, although 
possessing the smallest number of 
worke, has by far the largest, her 
share of the total alcohol output of 
3,028,920 hectoliters (of about 22 gal. 
long) absolute alcohol being 2,449,626 
liters. The largest Prussian factory 
produced over 40,000 hectoliters. The 
consumption of absolute alcohol in 
Germany for drinking purposes in 
1892-93 was 2,254,919 hectoliters, or 4°6 
liters per head of the population— 
equal to about 1 gallon. In 1891-92 it 
was 4'4 liters. The quantity used for 
industrial purposes was 60,670 hecto- 
liters, against 661,300 the year before, 
of which 146.026 were u in vinegar 
manufacture and $16,254 were denat- 
uralized. The total exports of Ger- 
man alcohol were only 111,447 hecto- 
liters absolute, The gross revenue 
from the spirit tax was 141,435,216m. 
in 1892 93 against 184,185,046 m. the 
year before. The following quanti 
ties of raw material were used for 
distilling: Potatoes 2,105,890 tons, 
(1891-92, 1,334,602 tons); corn, 338,370 
tons (1891 92, 490,420 tons); molasses, 
37,463 tons (1891-92, 94,924 tons); stone 
fruit. 262,900 hectoliters (1891-92, 306, - 
081 hectoliters); wine lees, 231,467 
hectoliters (1891 92, 168,229 hectoli- 
ters); malt residue, 195,338 hectoliters

various—64,006 hectoliters (1891 92, 
89,434 hectoliters); liquid wine lees, 
30,262 hectoliters (1891 92.

Mineral Superphosphate Manufacture.

In aspecial report of the Commis- 
sioner of Labor, Oarrol D. Wright, the 
latest statistics relating to the phos- 
phate industry are to be found. There 
are in South Oarolina twenty-three 
land mines anda seven river mines; 
one land mine in North Oarolitia, 
while there are no fewer than eighty- 
eight land mines and _ eighteen 
river mines in Florida, The 
number of acres coutrolled for 
mining purposes in Florida is 
179,848, in orth Oarolina 2,600 
and in South Carolina 69,790, or a 
total of 262,138 acres. The total cap- 
ital invested in plant in Florida is 
$2,140,582, and in land $11,346,067; in 
North Oarolina the plant is represent- 
ed by $2,000 and the land by $100,000. 
The total average number of employ- 
e38 aoe in the production of 
phosphates is 9,175, but this does not 
include all the labor in one mine or 
the skilled labor in two mines, the 
facts in relation to which are not re- 
ported. The total amount of money 
expended for labor was $2,473,615, and 
the average earnings of a miner 
amounted to $270 per year. 

It would§ scarcely be in harmony 
with the consistency of things to bring 
this article to a close without refer- 
ence to the class of machinery used in 
superphosphate manufacture, how- 
everjbrief, There are various forms of 
machines for crushing the phosphate 
rock, mixing the ground material, 
sieving, &c., each possessing special 
merit. Where the addition of bulky 
or nitrogenous substances are added 
to the ground phosphate, which has 
been previously treated with sulphu- 
ric acid, an excellent mixer is now in 
use in several of the leading manufac- 
tories. It consists of a pan eight feet 
in diameter and fourteen inches deep, 
revolving horizontally when in opera- 
tion in combination with a mixing ap.- 
paratus within the pan and actuated 
similarly. After the material is suf- 
ficiently mixed, the center plug is 
raised and the mixture is dischar, 
through the center opening by suita- 
ble scrapers. The machine has a ca- 
pacity for mixing about one ton of 
acid fertilizer at a charge, and from 
seventy five to one hundred and fifty 
charges can be thoroughly mixed in 
ten hours. The machinerequires only 
from four to five horse-power to drive 
it. An excellent form of crushing 
mill which has to a certain extent 
superceded the older variety in sev- 
eral manufactories with generally 
satisfactory results, consists of two 
reducing discs, both of which 
revolve, each in opposite direc- 
tions, one pulley being operat- 
ed by a straight belt, the 
other by a crossed one. The'grinding 
surfaces are arranged vertically and 
furrowed to suit the work they are 
expected to perform. By means of a 
stout screw the pressure between the 
surfaces, and therefore the degree of 
fineness of grinding, can be easily 
regulated. This class of mill is se- 
cured to the floor and is lowin con- 
struction. It runs remarkably steady 
and gives uniform results. The 
material passes from the small 
feed roil and drops to the 
conveyor on the main shaft and 
entering the discs is thrown violent! 
against the reducing surfaces bac 
and forth, the particles treated in this 
manner by contact with themselves 
are quickly reduced to powder and 
pass from between the discs in every 
direction against the covering, after 
which the current of air which is al- 
ways in motion carries the product 
through the discharge opening be- 
low. The weer case or covering 
being hing to the lower, can 
be easily raised and the discs 
or interior of the mill quick- 
ly examined or cleaned when desired. 

ll joiats are closely fitted and care. 
fully packed to prevent escape of 
powdered material when the mili is in 
operation. Buhr stones for the softer 
rock and the old fashioned stamp 
mills, being very expensive to main. 
tain, are gradually disappearing. 

The most modern and efficient mill 
yet constructed consists of a rigid roll 
on 4 suspended shaft running against 
aringordie. The centrifugal force 
holds the roll in contact with the ring 
or die, against which it runs. This 
method of pulverizing the rock ob- 
viates the use of multiple shafts and 
journals, while it turns outa larger 
amount of ground material than any 





other grinding mill, The roll revolves 





within the die in the same direction 
that the shaft is driven, but when it 
strikes the die it travels around 
in the opposite direction, thus 
giving the mill two direct actions on 
the material to be ground. A pressure 
of 6,000 pounds by centrifugal force is 
brought to bear on the treated sub- 
stance between the roll and die, the 
combination proving very effective. 
This mill produces a very fine and 
uniform product, every particle of the 
phosphate rock being perfectly 
fractured and reduced to the consist- 
ency of fine flour. The phosphated 
material is put into the automatic 
feeder which delivers it into the pul- 
verizing chamber where the rapidly 
revolving roll, with plows attached to 
the under side, keeps the material in 
constant motion, the charge gradu: 
ally rising as the feed is continued 
the fine | paige rises to the top, ac. 
celerated by the violent action of the 
roll, avd passes out through the 
screens. On the shaft above the roll 
are fans, which draw in air through 
the conical housing and assist in 
forcing out the finished product. By 
this method no dust can escape ex 
cept through the screens. The capac- 
ity of this mill is from three to four 
tons per hour. One of the peculiar 
features of this mill consists in the 
adjustment of the roll to the shaft, 
or connection which actuates it, 
which by means of an universal joint 
causes the roll to revolve in the oppo- 
site direction of the shaft which 
drives it, to which action is chiefly at- 
tributable the very excellent work 
performed. 

There are a number of grinding 
machines of various designs, many of 
which have peculiar merit for work 
of this grinding nature. é 

The smithering or bagging machine 
is a necessity in large fertilizer worke, 
Its use causes the bags to be filled 
with regularity and despatch, while 
proving an important and economical 
factor in appreciably reducing the 
heavy expense otherwise incurred in 
case of manual labor.

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Manufacture of Citric and Tartaric 
Acid. 


The Italian Government, being de- 
sirous of encuraging the preparation 
in Sicily of citric and tartaric acids, 
especially the former, has issued a 
decree offering prizes to persons who 
shall open factories for the prepara- 
tion of these acids in Sicily, The first 
prize is to be one of £500, the second 
of £360, and the third of £176 sterling, 
in addition to which small bonuses 
will be given to the managers of 
works. To obtain the first prize both 
citric and tartaric acid must be made, 
the former in a quantity of at least % 
ton aday. Preference will be given 
in the competition to those firms 
making their own sulphuric acid, for 
the production of both citric and tar- 
tarc acids. It is alsolaid down asa 
guide to the jury that they are to 
give the preference to those making 
the best use of subsidiary products, 
and those using vacuum apparatus, 
or agqesetus made of enameled iron 
porcelain evaporation. The works 
must bein operation not later than 
February, 1896, in which year the 
prizes will be distributed by the Min- 
ister of Agriculture. The compe- 
tition appears to be open to foreign- 
ers. There are already two works in 
operation in the island.

REPORT BY CONSUL F, G. GADE,. 


Although the official reports have 
not yet been published, I am able to 
transmit a reliable statement of the 
cod and herring fisheries just finished 
in this consular district. 

The cod fishery at Lofoten com- 
menced in the middle of January un- 
der promising auspices, but owing to 
the continually cold and stormy 
weather, preventing the fishermen 
for weeks from working to advant- 
age, the catch at the end of February 
amounted to only 5,700,000, 

Fortunately, however, from the 
first week of March the temperature, 
as well as the weather in general, 
gradually improved, and on the 165th 
of April—the regaler fixed date for 
the completion of fishing at Lofoten 
—the return of the catch here was re- 
ported at 27,200,000 fish, 11,600 hecto- 
liters* of cod liver medicine oil, 18,500 
hectoliters of liver for other kinds of 
oil, and 24,300 hectoliters of spawn. 

From the beginning of the season 
the fish were of very small size and 
singularly meager, from 700 to 900 
livers being required for pooducing 
one barrel of oil against the genera 


* The liquid hectoliter equals 26°417 gallons 
and the dry hectoliter equals 2°838 bushels, 














proportion of 300 to 500; consequently 
the quantity of oil this year will prop. 
ably be reduced by nearly 60 per cent 
as compared with the preceding yea, 
and prices are advancing in the sam 
proportion. 

At the height of the reason (the lag, 
week of March) 6,280 boats and abou 
28,000 men were collected at Lofoten, 
or nearly the same number as in 18 
and 1893. 

For the other fishing stations, ip. 
cluding the south districts of Roms. 
dalen, Sondmore, and the coast of 
Bergen-Stavenger, the total yield { 
stated at 11,600,000 fish; 4,474 heoto. 
liters of cod liver medicine oil, 16,33) 
hectoleters of livers, and 9,638 hecto. 
liters of spawn. 

The total catch to April 15 amount. 
ed to 38,800,000 fish, 16,074 hectolirer 
of cod liver medicine oil, 16,337 hec. 
toliters of livers, and 33,938 hecto. & 
liters of spawn. 

According to the last day’s tele. 
grams about 2,000 boats are still fish- 
ing at Lofoten, and very likely th > 
above stated quantity of fish may be 
increased by 6,000,000 or 6,000,010, 

The still unfinished cod fishery a 
Finmarken, which follows that at Lofo. 
ten, has up to the middle of the montl, 
given a most unsatisfactory result, 
the fish being of small size, and even 
more meager than at Lofoten. But 
the catch itself is still more unfavor 
able, it haying commenced in East 
Fiomarken, an unmistakably bad 
sign, indicating that the shoals ar 
not visiting the coast of Weet Fin 
marken but turning in the opposite 
(east) direction to the Russian Coast, 
A regular fishery in these parts al. 
ways commences at the well :know 
stations between Hammerfest ani 
the North Cape. Up to April 15, the 
Fiomarken yield amounted to only 
1,750,000 fish. When it is finished in 
May, I will cend my report.

Three iodo-sulphides of phosphorus, 
prepared by M Uuvrard, are de- 
scribed in the June issue of the 4An- 
nales de Chimie et de Physique. The 
iodide of phosphorus, P,I,,. is not at 
tacked by sulphuretted hydrogen at 
the ordinary temperature, but ats 
temperature slightly higher than the 
melting point of the iodide, about 
116°, hydriodic acid is slowly plo 
duced, and after a couple of days 
beating at this temperature the reac 
tion is usually complete. The pre 
duct is readily soluble in carbon bi- 
sulphide, and the solution deposits 
crystals of an iodo-sulphide o 
the compesition P,§,I, his sub- 
stance forms very well devel 
oped yellow crystals of high 
refractive power. They are permad- 
ent in dry air, but slowly attacked by 
moisture with elimination of su 
phuretted hydrogen. They melt # 
106° to a viecous liquid, and at 
they inflame with evolution of iodise 
vapor and white fumes of phosphorid 
anhydride, Oold water only slowly at 
tacks them, but they are rapi 
decomposed by hot water. Ful 
ing nitric acid at once induces 
an explosion accompanied 
incandescence, The compound may 
more easily be prepared by dissolving 
the constituents in the correct pm 
portions in carbon bisulphide, evap 
orating and heating to 120° in a our 
rent of inert gas, and again dissol’ 
ing in carbon bisulphide; The golu- 
tion deposits crystals of the new & 
stance upon evaporation.

Soda Lakes. 


As described by H. Pemberton, jr., 
and George P. Tucker, there exists a 
deposit of sulphate of soda, locally 
known as a lake, about 14 miles south- 
west of Laramie, Wyo. The deposit 
is composed of three of these lakes 
lying within a stone’s throw of one 
another—the Big Lake, the Track 
Lake and the Red Lake—having to- 

ether a total area of about 65 acres, 

hey are the pene of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, are con- 
nected by a branch of that road with 
the main line at Laramie, and are 
enerally known as the Union Pacific 
kes. In these lakes the sulphate 
of soda occurs in two bodies or lay- 
ers The lower part, constituting the 
great bulk of the deposit, is a mass of 
crystals of a faint greenish color, 
mixed with a considerable quantity 
of black, slimy mud. It is known as 
the “solid soda,’’ and is said tohavea 
depth of some 20 or 30 feet. Above 
this solid soda occurs the superficial 
layer of pure white crystalized sul 
hate of soda. This is formed by so- 
ution in water of the upper part of 
the lower body, the crystals being 
deposited by evaporation or hy co: l- 
ing, or by the two combined. A little 
tain in the spring and autumn fur- 
nishes this water, besides which in. 
numerable small, euegiey Sowing 
springs are present in all the lakes; 
but on account of the dry air of this 
region the surface is generally dry, or 
nearly so, and in midsummer the 
white clouds of efflorescent sulphate 
that are whirled up by the ever- blow 
ing winds of Wyoming can be seen 
for miles. The layer of white sul 
phate is from 8 to 12 inches in thick- 
ness. When the crystals are removed 
the part laid bare is soon replenished 
by a new crop.

SATURDAY EvENING, July 7. 1894 

The month opens with a decided 
lull in the demand for the various 
grades of the lead pigments, While 
there has been a general complaint 
heard around the trade for the past 
three months about the large falling 
off in the demand for paints, we find 
that nearly all the grinders and deal- 
ers who have balanced their books 
for the past six months‘are aggreably 
surprised at the volume of business 
transacted, it being up, if not in ex- 
cess of which it was for the same 
period of 1898, At the same time, 
however, they admitted that when 
they did a large business the profits 
were exceedingly small, though not 
as bad as they expected. There is 
very little new business reported, as 
nearly all of the grinders are shut 
down for their usual summer house- 
cleaning in their factories. Paris 
green still commands attention, espec- 
ially for prompt shipment to the 
northwest and up this state. White 
lead is dull, as regards this section, 
though in the west where competition 
is sharp a large business is reported 
at reduced figures. Pig lead is held 
firm for prompt delivery, though con- 
siderable Spanish is being sold for 
future delivery at low figures. The 
other lead pigments show few changes 
detailed below. 

White Lead. Zino Etc 
White Lead.—As usual during the 
summer months trade in this section 
falls off to a large extent, hence the 
dullness which is apparent around 
the trade since the month opened is 
no exception. Inthe vicinity of St. 
Louis and further west reports come 
of a large business being done, speci- 
ally in “new process’’ lead in oil at 
40, lees the regular discount, surely 
this would indicate that prices in that 
section at least must be near rock 
bottom. Around Oleveland and in the 
western | art of this state old process 
lead in oil is reported as being sold at 
low figures as well, the price bein 
from 5@6c as to quantity and brand, 
less the regular discount. In this gec- 
tion the price ranges from 64@5%c 
and upwards, as to size of the order, 
less the regular discount, Dry lead is 
inactive at the noment, though a few 
inquiries Lave come to hand the last 
day or so for delivery late in August 
and early September, as many of the 
grindere are anticipating a large fall 
trade. English lead in oil is quiet and 
nominally quoted at 8%@8%o, as to 
make and quantity. Diy lead is be- 
ing sold delivered at Oanadian points 
at $62 per ton, duty paid, 

Red Lead,—Vhe distribution of this 
article at the moment is confined to 
regular consuming wants, and these 
it must be admitted are unusually 
light at this season of the year. 
Prices, in consequence of this slack 
demand are only nominal at 54@5%e, 
as to quantity, less the usual dis- 
count. German is being pushed 
rather more freely for forward deliv: 
ery in anticipation of the new tariff 
bill going into effect earlier than was 
expected, Valves are somewhat un- 
settled for round lots, while 6@6c is 
generally quoted, on a prompt bids 
close buyer would no doubt be able to 
shade them. For jobbing store par- 
cela they are quoting 64%@é6e, as to 
make and size of order. 

Pig Lead.—The market has ruled 
quiet and uninteresting ali the week, 
speculators having for the moment 
retired from the market. Values are 
easy at 3 45c for July. but for August 
and later delivery 3350 is quoted. 
London market is cabled £9 7s 6d for 
soft Spanish. St. Louis dull at 3 100, 

Litharge.—Few orders at the mo- 
ment are being received from tbe 
glass trade for next fire, for the rea 
son that nearly allof the large const: 
mers have old contracts not yet com 
pleted. The only demand at the mo- 
ment comes from the rubber trade 
and this is beginning to slack off 
Values remain unchanged at 4%@5¢, 
but for the higher grades 5%@6\o is 
asked, as to quantity and quality, les# 
the regular discount,

BRAZIL* 


™The forests in Brazil are very rich 
in a number ef different kinds of dye 
woods, but principally in Brazilwood. 
These dyewoods are found in the 
States of Amazonas, Para, Maranhao, 
Oeara, Parabyba, Pernambuco, Ala- 
goas, Sergipe, Bahia, and Goyaz. 

Brazil has no legielation, with the 
exception of municipal laws, regu 
lating the protection or cons >rvation 
of forests, As a@ consequence, the 
forests producing dyewoods, even 
those of the public domain, along 
the coast and at places of easy access, 
are being destroyed. The ultimate 
effects of such a prcceeding are 
easily imagipable. 

The exports of dyewoods from 
a in 1889 and 1890 were as fol- 
‘ows: 
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The above years are the only ones 
for which statistics can be secured. 

The rate of exchange of the Bra- 
zilian milreis is of a very fluctuating 
Dature, the value fluctuating from 
20%d. per milreis in 1886 to 9 7-16d, 
at this date. 

There is quite a variety of dye- 
woods in this state that are of natural 
growth, but the well-known Brazil 
wood, which grows extensively in 
this district, is alone exported. Iam 
told that much the greater part of 
Brazil wood, that has been marketed 
has been cut from lands which were 
being cleared for coffee and sugar 
plantations, At the presant rate of 
export, it will take many generations 
to exhaust the supply. 

Yhe greater portion of this wood is 
brought to this port in small coasting 
vessels, and is sold at from 15 to 21 
cents per arroba (32°38 pounds), To 
this should be added, for total ship 
ping charges and export duties, 40 to 
60 per cent, which makes the price, 
free on board, 22 to 30 cents per ar 
roba. 

Tne table following shows the num 
ber of kilograms exported from this 
port and whither sent for the last ten 
years.

BRITISH GUIANA, 


February 5. 1894, Vice Consul James 
Spaight, of Demerara, transmitted 
the following minute by the Govern- 
ment botanist, Mr. G.S Jenman, con- 
cerning the export of dyewoods from 
British Guiana: 

So farasI am aware, there is no 
exnort of dyewoods from the colony. 
Logwood is spontaneous on the south 
ern haif of the seaboard of the coun 
try, gregarious in places and abund- 


ant, but absent over wide intervals. : 


I have not observed it on the seaboard 
north of Mahaica River. Further in- 
land, but still on the saline land which 
formed the original ‘‘bar,”’ fustic is 
common as {isolated trees, but I have 
not often detected it on the primeval 
formations behind the sand reefs, 
which constituted, in ages past, the 
original seaboard, the vegetation of 
which has ay! changed since that 
remote period, Personally, I do not 
think there is much chance of creat- 
ing, under present natural and econo- 
mic conditions, any considerable ex- 
port of dyewoods from the colony. 


BRITISH HONDURAS 


From the fact that logwood at one 
time brought $590, and even now sells 
at $60 per ton in the London markets, 
coupled with the fact that, since the 
earliest settlement of British Hon- 
duras, nearly 200 years ago, continu- 
ously up to the present time, logwood 
cutting has formed one of the princi 
pal industries of the colony, not only 
will it be seen how profitable the in- 
dustry has always been, but some es- 

imate can be formed of the extent to 
which cutting operations have been 
carried. 

Notwithstanding this, there is no 
immediate prospect of the compiete 
destruction of the logwood patches, 
as nature has provided a means of 
continual reproduction in the seeds 
which are profusely shed by the grow 
ing trees, and, being borne by the 
winds and scattered broadcast, find 
lodgmentin suitable soil and cause 
new trees to spring up. 

Latterly this work of nature has 
been assisted by the planting by hand 
of several thousands of seeds, the 
trees from which will be ready for 
cutiing in from seven to ten years. 
Ip districts which have been entirely 
denuded of trees, recourse has been 
had to digging out the roots. which 
are just as valuable for dyeing pur- 
poses as the rest of the tree. Tnough 
these roots may have been left fur 
many years after the trees have been 
cut down, they have been preserved 
by the soil and areatill merchantable, 

The soil in which logwood tn its na 
tive state is fuund is generally ofa 
marshy or swampy character, This 
tree, however, will grow on almost 
any kind of soil except sandy or ex- 
cessively dry soil. 

Fustic has never been a ve large 
export from this colony, mainly vn 
account of ite great weight, which 
renders it difficult to get it out from 
the woods, but also to the fact that it 
is only found at some considerable 
distance inland. 

There have been no features of the

COLOMBIA, 
The following figures, compiled 


from the Shipping Liar, a little com- 
mercial monthly which I have pub 
lished for the last twenty years, give 
the statistics as to exporte of fustic 
from the port of Sabapilla from 1884 
to 1898, inclusive: To England, 6,703 
tons; to France, 1,498 tons; to Ger- 
many, 4.360 tons; to the United 
States, 1,821 tons; total, 13,882 tons, 
This would hardly be called a very 





large export from a country embrac- 
ing such extensive forests as Oolom 
bia. The reason of the limited ex- 
port is obvious, From Barranquilla 
to the sea—i8 miles—this wood must 
be transported by rail and the ex 

penses eat deeply into the profits. 
When the government gives permis- 
sion for the improvement of the 
mouth of the Magdalena, (which is 
only a question of time), so that ves 

sels can safely enter, the export of 
fustic, the only dyewood shipped from 
this section, will vastly increase. 

The exportation for the last ten 
years has caused no perceptible de- 
struction of the forests producing 
this wood, aod many years must 
elapse before the great area of forests 
cap be no ably injured, 

The question propounded as to ex 
change is a difficult one to answer. 
The financial condition of the coun- 
try is most deplorable. and exchange 
has fluctuated as much as 10 per cent. 
inasingleday. It has been as high 
as 200 per cent. premium, oran Amer 
ican gold dollar representing three 
paper dollars of the country. The 
approximate value of the Colombian 
paper dollar is at present: In United 
Siates gold 87 cents, in British ster- 
ling 18%d., in francs 192 francs, Ex- 
change to-day may be quoted as fol- 
lows: On the Urited States (90 days 
sight) 165 premium, on England (90 
days sight) 160 premium, on France 
(90 days sight) 158 premium. 

We have no chamber of commerce 
or exchange regulating rates, but a 
‘“‘go-as-you-please” system,as the ne- 
ceseities of the buyer or seller require. 

I regret to say that I am unable, 
after diligent inquiries, to obtain re- 
liable statistics as to the exports cf 
fustic outside of my own consulate. 
This port has no German consul, and 
the fustic records in the English and 
French consulates are placed under 
the general head of “woods ex- 
ported.” 

There is no logwood shipped from 
this district. 

The exports of fustic to the United 
States for the last eleven years, as 
taken from the record “invoice book”’ 
a this consulate, have been as fol-

It is safo to say that the quantity 
exported to England and Germany 
has been double the exports to the 
United States, ; 

Like the forests of rubber and cin- 
chona, the fustic is very rapidly dis- 
appearing. Itisonlya matter of a 
few years when it will have ceased to 
be an article of export from this die- 
trict. Iam iuformed that extensive 
forests of it exist in the interior, long 
distances from water courses and in- 
accessible, there beinu no roads, The 
expense of transporting to the place 
of shipment is too great to make the 
industry profitable, and, until rali- 
roads are completed penetrating the 
vast forests, they will remaiu un- 
touched, 

ihe approximate value of the cur- 
rency (paper) of this country, eati- 
mated in American dollars, is 40 
cents; in Engiish sterling, 38 cents; 
and in Freuch francs, 36 sents, The 
exchavge on New York has varied 
for the last year from 260 to 275 per 
cent., and on England, France, and 
Germany, 6 per cent. less, 


HONDURAS, 


In former years, large quantities of 
fustic were exported, but during the 
last three years, this exportation has 
entirely ceased. The exportation of 
this dyewood depended entirely on 
the exportation of mahogany and 
cedar, as the rafts of these lighter 
woods were used for the transporta 
tion of fustic to the coast, 

Large quantities of fustic are found 
throughout the entire eastern portion 
of Hounduras, and although the for- 
ests are beiug slowly destroyed, it 
will require many years to exhaust 
the supply. 

Lack of transportation prohibits ite 
exportation, and unless communica- 
tion from the interior to the coast is 
opened bo railroads or river naviga 
tion, or the mahogany and cedar ex- 
portations, are again developed, little 
or no fustic will be exported in the near 
future. The probability of transpor- 





tation facilities being developed at ay 
early date is at least uncertain. 

Fustic from this district sold jp 
Liverpool at £7 to £8 per ton. The 
freights were 50s to 58 (English) per 
ton, and as broken storage, 20s. 

MEXICO. 

I regret my inability to give a cor. 
rect statement of the value and deg. 
cription of exports of dyewoods, the 
reason being the wantof record books, 
It is supposed, however, by persons 
well informed, that the annual ex. 


ports of lngwood to Europe in yearn § 


past amounted to about $50,000. 

Commerce in this district is pring. 
pally in the hands of Germano firms, 
which have yearly on geege of 
European goods consigned to them, 
The vessels bringing out such goods 
returned laden with logwood, which 
found a ready market in Europe. 

During the last three or four years 
the exportation of dyewoods from 
this port has diminished considerably, 
80 much Bo that no one takes any in. 
terest in it, and the once rich forests 
that were a source of common wealth 
to the natives living in their vicinities 
are being gradually destroyed and 
converted into charcoal and sold as 
firewood to the foundries. 

Small quantities of logwood and 
lignum-vitz have been shipped from 
this port to the United States.

There are no dyewo'ds exported 
from this consular district. In this 
part of the State of Ohihuahua, there 
are no forests of anykind, Dyewoods 
grow only on the western slopes of 
the Sierra Madre Mountains in this 
state, and are so very inaccessible 
that there is little or no export trade 
inthem, What little is exported goe 
by way cf Guaymas and Mazatlan, 





The custom house at this port 
(Vera Oruz) could furnish no statistics 
prior to the year 1889. I can, there 
fore, only give the exports for the 
past five years, which are appended 
in tabulated form, 

The consular agent at Frontera re. 
ports the shipments of fustic to the 
United States for the nast ten year 
at $2,183 and logwood at $58 969. He 
could not ascertain what the ship- 
ments were to other countries, but 
states that more has been shipped to 
oes countries than to the United 

tates. 

The consular agent at Ooatzacoalco 
reports that the trade in dyewood 
has been dormant for many yeas, 
and that only during the last year and 
a quarter have ae { shipments bee 
made to the United States. During 
that time 213 tons of fustic have been 
shipped to the United States, amount: 
ing to $12,820.50; to England 1,60 
tons, valued at $45,000. 

So far as I can learn, the trade ha 
languished for many years and hai 
only lately revived. he woods hay: 
ing been cut down at all points where 
the lumber could be transported 
seap rts, stagoation in this busines 
has resulted ; but now that the Tebu- 
antepec Railroad has entered fusti 
forests, a revival in that trade may b¢ 
looked for at an early date. 

The prospects are that these forest 
wiJl soon be a thing of the past, The 
destruction is continually going oD, 
and in the Frontera district only cal 
I hear of any effect being made t 
plant seed ; there, I learn, seed is be 

ng planted by some of the cutters, 

The rate of exchange is about the 
same between this country and thé 
United States as with other leading 
nations, and has ranged from 116 pét 
cent, to the present rate of 202 pé 
cent.

Theonly means 
of bringing these dyewoods to the 
coast is in small quantities on the 
backs of pack mules or by ox trucks 
over dangerous and almost impassa- 
ble roads, whic», of course, makes 
the cost of marketing very material. 
The natives prefer to raise sugar, 
coffee and tobacco, and to make rum, 
which yield proportionately a much 
greater profit, with less outlay. 

The interior forests containing the 
dyswoods are practically untouched, 
but although the woods exist there in 
great quantities, it seems, for the 
reasons given and the additional one 
that capitalists are slow to embark in 
such enterprises because of govern- 
mental restrictions and taxation, that 
there are little prospects of their be- 
ing put on the market to any consid- 
erable extent. It is true, neverthe- 
less, that at Manzanillo, in this dis- 
trict, the shipment of logwood to the 
United States last year exceeded that 
of any previous year.

Petroleum Fields Report. , 


From the wen report of fleld 
operations compiled by the scouts of 
the Oll Oity Derrick, we make the 
following extracts: A dozen gushers 
in the deed sand territory at Man 
nington, have brought about a heavy 
increase in the new production for 
June. More wells too were com- 
pleted, than for many months past, 
but few outside of those in the Man- 
nington field were of more than or- 
dinary caliber. Drilling continues 
remarkably active, though the in- 
crease in the June operations is not 
so great as was the increase shown in 
the May report. The list of dry holes 
and unproductive wells, is the 
heaviest ever recorded. Nearly twen- 
ty five per cent, of the wells drilled 
for oil in June, were destitute of oil 
in paying quantities, 

A new and important lead to the 
westward in the deep sand territory, 
south of Manington, has been 
demonstrated to exist, by the devel- 
opments of the past month, and the 

roducers who have pinned their 
aith upon that quarter of the field 
are reaping arichrewar]. The Man 
nington field has supplied the senga- 
tion of the past month, Of the 16 
wells completed, five were dry and 
the remainder were credited with a 
production of 4,500 barrels. 

McDonald and Sistersville have re- 
vealed nothing of a startling char 
acter for several months, Both flelds 
supply wells of merely ordinary cal 
iber, and t eir gusher days seem 
past, The average of the McDonald 
and Sistersville wells in June was a 
little better than 37 barrels. A large 
amount of new work is under wey in 
both flelds, There have been 1,424 


wells completed in the McDonald 
fleld to date and 133 of them have 
proved unprofitable, In the Sisters- 
ville field 952 wells have been com- 
pleted since its inception and 71 of 
them were dry. 

Butler and Armstrong continues 
very active and the list of completed 
wells shows a bigger amount of new 
production than has been recorded in 
along while, The district at North 
Washington invites a great deal of 
attention and some first-class terri- 
tory has been opened up. 

The wells completed in the various 
sub-divisions of the southwest during 
June were as follows: McDonald, 33 
wells completed, two dry, production 
1,156 barrels; Sistersville, 40 wells

40 barrels. In southeastern Ohio ten 
wells were completed at Oorning, 
with one of them dry, and the new 
peoduction was 176 barrels; in the 
Macksburg field 11 weils were co - 
pleted, of which eight were dry, and 
the new production was 48 barrels. 

In the Lima oil fields of the north- 
west, the work of increasing the vis- 
ible supply of fuel oil, goes bravely 
on. Production is still in advance of 
consumption, and there seems to be 
no lack of territory for ambitious 
prospectoreg, although a list of 41 dry 
holes in Ohio, shows that much of the 
wildcatting of the past month, has 
resulted most unfavorably.

There is an appearance of dullness 
visible throughout all branches of 
the oil market this week. A primary 
cause of this quietude may be traced 
to the plans and arrangements for 
participating in the national celebra- 
tion of Wednesday last. The great 
railroad strike which continues to 
spread throughout the West is hav- 
ing its effect on Eastern markets, es- 
pecially in the way of provisions and 
edible greases, and as a result of the 
scarcity of shipments of lard and its 
kindred fat» from cemmercial centres 
in the West, the home market has 
been made to fluctuate rapidly, and 
prices are now only nominal. An 
active interest is shown in the gov- 
ernment bids to be opened on Tues 
day of next week for tallow, lard, lu- 
bricating and other oils, and pro- 
ducers appear thoroughly alive to 
the occasion. The season for cotton- 
seed being about over, the condition 
of that oil is very quict, Oocoanut 
appears slightly easier, owing to a re- 
cent arrival, and linseed is firm but 
in light request. 


Vegetable Olle. 

Linseed.—There is very little to be 
said regarding this article. The usual 
summer dullness prevails, and as a 
consequence the distribution of oil is 
contined to actual wants, and these 
are not urgent. Some of the city 
crushers will close down next week, 
soon as they have crushed up what 
seed they have in the mill, and will 
not start up until the arrival of now 
seed or the demand is more urgent 
thau at present. Values here and in 
the Weat are firm at 64c for car lots, 
There are dealers up the State who 
are underselling regular prices, but 
only for small qoautities.

The Determination of Phosphoric Acid, 
BY S. W. JOHNSON, 


The papers on determination of 
phosphorus in steel by Messrs. Dud- 
ley and Pease, by Mr. Handy, and by 
Messrs. Doolittle and Eavenson, re 
mind me of some work done at my 
instigation ih the years 1880, 1889, 
und 1890, and published in the annual 
reoorts of the Oonnecticut Agricul 
tural Experiment Station for those 
years. 

In 1880, Mr. H. L. Wells, demon- 
strated that the citrate method for 
determining phosphoric acid may 
give good results under certain con 
ditions, but the results are correct 
because of a compensation of errors, 
the ammonium magnesium phos- 
phate not carrying down quite ail the 
phosphorus but containing enough 
impurities to counterbalance that 
loss. Over ninety determinations 
were made, many of them in dupli- 
cate, on monty differeut substances 
(terulizers), after a 1arge number of 
preliminary trials had indicated the 
effect of varying the several con- 
ditions which might influence the re- 
sults. In most cases the percentages 
of phosphoric acid found tn duplicate 
agreed well together and also agreed 
fairly with those given by the molyb- 
date method. In a few cases, how- 
ever, considerable discrepancies ap- 
peared and it was evident that fur- 
ther study was needful before the 
citrate method could be fully trusted 
for fertilizer work, 

In 1889, in conjunction with Dr. T. 
B. Osborne, investigation of the 
citrate method was resumed. ‘The 





German agricultural chemists were 
beginning to use it an Vogel 
had published details of procedure, 
We found that Vogel’s process gave 
results too low and not closely agree- 
ing with the molybdate method. By 
using more and stronger magnesium 
mixture and a larger quantity of con 

centrated ammonia, we overcame this 
discrepancy, and in sixty-seven de- 
terminations on bone dust super- 
phosphates, cotton hull ashes, cot- 
tonseed meal, tankage, bone 
char, phosphatic guano, and phos- 
phate rock, we found that _ but 
three citrate determinations differed 
from those by molybdate, by more 
than 03 per cent., and but four otbers 
by more than 02 per cent. The 
greatest diecrepancy between the two 
methods was 0°41 percent,, while the 
average difference was 0°09 per cent. 
In thirty cases the citrate method 
averaged 0°117 per cent, more, in 
thirty-three cases 0°079 per cent. less 
than the molybdate method. These 
percentages were reckoned en 04 
gram of substance containing from 
0'5 to 316 per cent, of P.O, he de- 
terminations were not made with un- 
usual care, but were turned off rapid- 
ly as a part of the routine work of the 
station. 

The citrate method was found to 
give unsatisfactory results when iron 
and alumina were present in considete 
able quantity, as in case of ‘Graid 
Cayman’s Rock,” “Thomas Gilchrist 
Slag ’’ and ‘Keystone Phosphate.”’ A 
series of trials under varied condi- 
tions was made in 1889 with the hope 
to ascertain the cause of the discrep- 
ancier but without success. 

Some analyses of the ignited precip- 
itate obtained by the citrate method 
may be quoted here: 

Composition of ignited ‘citrate pre- 


cipitates.”’ 
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The loss probably consisted in part, 
of magnesia and in part also of pyro- 
phosphoric acid. It is seen that the ig- 
nited precipitates contained from 
two to four per cent. of lime, that 
iron and alumina entered into the 
precipitate in small quantity when 
these elements were abundaut in the 
original substance, and that where 
there was little or no loss, the re- 
covered phogphoric acid amounted to 
from 95 to 978 per cent, of the pre- 
cipitate, 

In case of Grand Oayman’s phos- 
phate rock, duplicate determinations 
differed as much as0'3 per cent., and 
the variations of duplicates of Thomas 
Slag and Keys one phosphate were 
even greater. Lt was also found that 
by changing the proport! ns of the 
reagents and by using ca the one 
band moderate and on the other vig- 
orous and prolonged agitation, the 
quantity of phosphoricacid, reckoned 
from the ignited precipitate, fluctuat- 
ed, in case of Thomas Slag aud Key- 
stone phosphate, 2% to 3% per cent., 
respectively, although by using large 
quantities of magnesia mixture and 
of strong ammonia, accordant and 
high results were realized. 

‘Thus far we employed the modified 
rapid molybdate method | pocetpnating 
from hot solutions and digesting for 
one hour at 66°O, Finally in 1890 we 
found that under this procedure, the 
molybdate method, though satisfac 
tory in absence of ferric, aluminum, 
and manganese salts, is, in their pres- 
ence, little better than the citrate 
method. Incase of Keystone phos 
phate three determinations by Os- 
porne, using the U. 8. ‘‘official’’ 
method gave figures rangiog from 
48°26 to 4668 per cent. 

It was therefore necessary to re 
turn to the original Sonnenechein 
method and make the precipitations 
at 40° to 6u° O., during six hours. Six 
determinations thus carrried out by 
Osborne, gave results from 44°67 to 
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14.86, the average belng 4482 per 
cent. 

Comparative duplicate trials on a 
carefully made up solution of known 
com position with P,O,=18'93 per cent. 
(from crystallized sodium phosphate) 
fe,0,—20 per cent.. Al,O,—472 per 
cent., and MnO=5'09 per cent. (from 
sulphates), vielded Osborne, by the 
original Sonnenschein method, 18 92 
and 1894 per cent., and by the 
“official’’ method 19°26 and 19°26 per 
cent. ! 

We proved that with relative ex 
cess of nitric acid or relative de- 
ficlency of molybdic acid, a portion 
of phosphoric acid may easily fail 
t» be thrown down. We also found 
that when precipitation is made hot 
and digestion is conducted at 66°O. 
ferric iron, a, d aluminum, if present, 
are to some extent included in the 
yellow precipitate and when this is 
dissolved in the subsequent treatment 
with ammonia, they pass into the al- 
kaline solution and thence into the 
ammonium magnesium phosphate. 

To sum up, the citrate method only 
gives good results by compensation 
of its errors and under exactly de- 
fined conditions which must be em- 
pirically determined. A procedure 
good for calcium phosphates is quite 
inapplicable to ferric and aluminum 
phosphates. 

Again, the molybdic method, when 
cearnied out rapidly at temperatures 
higher than 50°, or as high as 65° O. 
in presence of trivalent iron, alumi- 
-DUM Or manganese, gives results too 
high, and in presence of great excess 
of nitric acid may give results too 
low, ubless the filtrates from the yel 
low precipitate are mixed with addi 
tional molybdic solution and further 
digested until no more precipitate 
caa be thrown down.

Reports have for some time been 
current to the effect that the National 
Lead Company had been receiving 
drawbacks from the government cn 
white lead exported to which it wes 
not entitied. These emanated from 
& discharged employe, who finally 
filed a complalnt with the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and on Friday an it- 
vestigation was begun. ‘Lhe specific 
charge against th: company is that 
it collec'ed drawbacks on exported 
white lead, alleging that the product 
was manufactured from imported pig 
lead, upon which duties had been 
paid, when in fact it was manufac 
tured in part from domestic lead, The 
records of the Oustom House show 
that within the last four years the 
drawbacks allowed by the govarn- 
menton white lead amount to only 
$10.000. The offietals of the National 
Lead Co. deny that they have de 
frauded the revenue in any way and 
State they have ample proof.

Claim.—1. Io the art of recovering 








glycerine and salt from spent soap 
lye the improvement which consists 
in adding lime to the lye and remov- 
ing the precipitate. boiling the lye 
with fat, fatty acid or rosin and sepa- 
rating it from the soap thus formed. 
then adding lime to the lye and re- 
moving the precipitate and concen- 
trating the clear liquor, substantially 
as specified. 

2. In the art of recovering glycer- 
ine and salt from spent soap lye, the 
improvement which consists in add- 
ing lime to the lye and removing the 
precipitate, ccncentrating the clear 
liquor and boiling it with fat, fatty 
acid or rosin and separating it from 
the soap thus formed, then adding 
lime and next removing the precipi- 
tate and concentrating the clear liq- 
uor, substantially as specified. 


8. In the art of recovering glycer- 
ine and salt from epent soap lye, the 
improvement which consists in add-

The variationsin price which took 
place last week, and which some op- 
erators hoped were likely to attract 
attention and bring a few purchasers 
into the market, gave place to the 
monotony which has so long charac 
terized the ma‘ket, and which may 
be expected to continue indefinitely, 
or until some change comes to afford 
temporary relief, The effect of the 
monthly field report, although still 
apparent in the lower prices ruliog op 
the exchanges, did not extend 
further, and while the news from the 
fleids is awaited with interest, buying 
and selling is not improved; in fact 
during the past week few bids and 
offers were heard about the bull 
ring, ‘and these few at quite teo 
large a difference to admit of 
business. The petroleum operators 
would have been fully as well satis- 
fled to have had the exchange closed 
on Monday and Tuesday, as no buai- 
ness was accomplished, and as none 
was expected to be there were very 
few present on those days. The open- 
ing of the new month has developed 
no new features, and the news from 
the fields has been of a negative char 
acter, the tew wells having been 
brought in showing abont the aver- 
age preduction of the June wells, 
whil> no important locations have 
been expioited. As the number 
of wells drilling is large, and 
some are locut:d in important 
positions, field news of importance 
may be expected at any time. 
The transactions during the past 
week show a decrease from those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 0,000 bbls against 32,000 bbls for 
the are week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
132,00 bbls against 0,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 392,000 bbls, 
against 134,000 bbls for preceding 
week, The highest price of the week 
was recorded on Monday, when 
84c wasreached. The lowest point of 
the week was 84c, and was touched 
on eachday. The opening price last 
Monday was 84c, and the close this 
noon was at 84c, showing no changes 
as @ result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 0c, The 
range during the corresponding week 
last year was 5744@69c.

There is no improvement to note 
in business affairs generally The 
trades we represent, however, are suf- 
fering less from the depression than 
most others. There might have been 
some progress made toward an in- 
creased business had not the railroad 
strike extended and become 80 serious 
as to paralyze all business in some 
sections. oney still flows to this 
center, and lies idle, to a great ex- 
tent, in our banks—positive evidence 
of dull times. Gold shipments, we 
were led to believe, had ceased, for 
the present at any rate, but to-day the 
announcement was made that at least 
one honse would send out gold by to- 
day’s steamer. The tariff bill has 
at last passed the Senate, but the feel 
ing is so widespread that bribery and 
corruption were such important fac 
tors io its makeup that the House wili 
feel it its duty to materially 
undo the Senate’s work, even at the 
risk of finally defeating all tariff re- 
vision. Onthe Stock Exchange the 
dullness is even more intense than 
before, for the pool managers without 
any public or even a short interest of 
consequence seem tired of *‘match 
ing” and ‘washing.’’ Theonly stock 
in which any interest can be aroused 
is sugar, and that often foots up half 
of all the trading done, 

Sugar stock bas been fairly active 
each day, but the tendency of prices 
has been downward, particularly the 
past two days, with apparently large 
seiling and less manipulation.

In the death of William Henry Hall, 
which occurred in Buda-Pe th, Hun- 
gary, Saturday, June 30th, the drug 
trade loses one of its oldest and most 
respected members.

& Ruckle. He had been in poor 
health for some time and sailed for 
Furope April 3d, accompanied by his 
youngest son William, in the hope 
that travel and complete change 
would restore it. Alarming symp- 
toms, however, developed quite re 
cently and his sons Henry and Au 
gustus were cabled to join their 
father. They sailed for Europe June 
25th and until they return no very ex: 
tended account of Mr. Hall's life can 
be given. Mr. Hall was in his 63d 
year. 





HENRY LEE BUSWELL. 


One of the old time drug brokers,in 
the person of Henry Lee Kuswell,died 
on Thureday last at his home in Jer- 
sey City, N. J., aged 68. Few there 
arein the drug trade to day who do 
not remember him, though he has 
been out of business for over 12 years 
The years of his activity were be- 
tween 1860 and 1880. In the early 
sixties he was in the employ of Mr. 
Oharles Downer. He _ afterwards 
went with Daniel & McOotter, later 
forming a essere under the firm 
name of Buswell & St John. In 
course of time Mr. Buswell was in 
business on his own accountas a drug 
broker, subsequently forming a part- 
nership with Mr. Andrew B. Rogers. 
This firm was dissolved 1880, since 
which time Mr, Buswell has been out 
of active business, 


— 
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The Drug Trade Club. 


A meeting of those interested in 
forming a Drug Trade Olub was hald 
Friday afternoon at 5 o’ciock at 122 
William street to hear the report of 
the committee which was appointed 
at a previous meeting. Oonsiderablie 
interest was manifested and progress 
made, a Constitution and By Laws 
being adopted, which it was proposed 
to print for circulation by those pres- 
ent with a view to obtaining all the 
members possible before the next 
meeting. This will be held on Thurs 
day, July 12, at4ocl ck P. M. at the 
same pice. A full attendance is 
hoped for, that the organization may 
be perfected. 

The Oonstitution and By-Luws as 
adopted is a follows: 

Art. I.—Lhis association shall be 
known as the “* Dcug Trade Club of 
New York,” and its object shail be to 
provide restaurant facilities for its 
members and to promote social inter- 
course amoug them, 

Art. LI, Section 1.—Regular Mem 
bere.—Any pcrson connected with the 
drug trade or allied branches in New 
York or vicinity, of good moral char- 
acter and more than 21 years of age. 
shall be eligible to membership upoo 
aay and conditions provided herein 
afcer. 
mSECTION 2,—Associaie Members —A 
person connected with the drug trade 
or allied branches, but not res'dent or 
engaged in business in New York or 
vicinity, may be elected honorary or 
associate member, and shall be en- 
titled to all the club privileges of reg- 
ular members, but shall not be ea- 
tiiled to vote or hold office. 

Art. IIL, Secr1on 1.—Tne officer: of 
the club shall be a president, vice 
president, secretary and treasurer; 
and these officers, together with five 
members, shall constitute the Execu- 
tive Committee; officers and commit 
tee are to be elected for the term of 
one year by a majority vote of the 
members present at the annual meet- 





ing. 

a 2.—The Executive Commit- 
tee shall have power to fill any va 
cancy which may occur in gaid com- 
mittee or offices. 

Art, [V.—ILt shall be the duty of the 
pregident, or, in his absence, of the 
vice-president, to preside at all meet 
ings of the club; in the absence of 











both officers the members present 
shall elect a chairman pro tem, 

Art. V.—It shall be the duty of the 
secretary to keep a record of the pro 
ceedings of all meetings of the club 
and executive committee, and of all 
matters concerning the club, to ren 
der clerical aseistance to the treas- 
urer in keeping record of memberehip 
and collecting dues, and to conduct 
all correspondence in the interest of 
the club. The secretary shall receive 
a nominal salary in the sum of one 
hundred and twenty dollars per an- 
num. 

Art. VI.—It shall be the duty of 
the treasurer to have charge of the 
funds of the club, to collect all dues, 
and to pay promptly all proper claims 
on the club on vouchers duly en.- 
dorsed by the president and the sec- 
retary; he shall make a report on the 
financial condition of the club at each 
annual meeting, or whenever called 
upon to do so by motion properly 
voted on and carried by majority of 
members present at any regular meet- 


ing 

Art. VII.—The Executive Commit- 
tee shall have entire control of ail af- 
fairs concerning the club, they shal 
receive all proposals for membership, 
pass on the eligibility of applicants, 
and elect eame to membership by a 
two-thirds vote of tbe full committee ; 
tney shall have power to suspend or 
expel any member of tbe club if 
charged with behavior considered of- 
fensive or likely to endanger the wel- 
fare and harmony of the club, by a 
two-thirds vote of the full committee ; 
they shall andit the accounts of the 
treasurer at least once in three 
months, and audit and endoree the 
annual report of the treasurer. 

Art. VIII.—Each member of this 
assuciation—exvept charter members, 
which include all members enrolled 
during the first month—shall pay an 
initiation fee of $20, payabie in 
advance to the treasurer within one 
month after notification of election 
and before enjoying membership 
privileges; charter members to pay 
$10. Tne annual dues of members 
shall be $20, payable quarterly. Any 
member failing to pay his initiation 
fee or dues within one month after 
such are due, with two weeks’ grace 
added after notification from treas- 
urer that amount is overdue, may be 
dropped from the roll of membership 
by a two-thirds vote of the full Exec 
utive Committee. 


Art, [X.—Members may introduce 
guests, in all cases duly registering 
them in a book to be provided by 
the secretary for that purpose; but 
the privilege of introduction shall be 
granted only once in six months to a 
guest locally resident, and not more 
than six times in six months to 
guests from distant points. 

Art, X.—The club shall be open 
for members daily, except on Sun- 
days and legal holidays. The Exec 
utive Committee shall make such 
‘house rules” as may be deemed 
necessary in order to restrict the 
privileges of members for mutual 
convenience and accomodation. 


Art XI —The regular meetings of 
the club shall be held on the first 
Thursday io Jaguary, April, July and 
October; and the October meeting 
shall be the annual meeting for elec 
tion of officers and reports of treas- 
urer and Executive Committee. Spec 
ial meetings may be called on the 
written request of ten members of 
th» club addressed to the president, 
oron a majority vote of the Execu- 
# ve Commi tee. 


Arr, XIIL.—The Oonstitution and ! 


By-Laws of this association may be 
revised at any regular meeting of the 
club, a two-thirds vote of the memr- 
bers present being necessary for mak- 
ing the change: but no amendment 
shall be considered unless the same 
has been presented at the previous 
regular meeting, and the secretar 
shell mail a printed copy of suc 
amendment to every member within 
one week after presentation of the 
amendment.

So far the strikes which are now in 
progress throughout the west have 
not affected the shipments of heavy 
chemicals from this port. Should 
they be prolonged there is no doubt 
but what the soap trade would be 
more or less affected as they usually 
do not. carry very heavy stocks of 
caustic soda. Sofar the Solvay Oo. 
have been able to keep up their regu- 
lar shipments regularly. As aboutall 
the glass factories in the west are 
closed down as usual during the 
warm months, the delay in receiving 
their stocks will not be felt. There is 
not much demand either for spot 
or for forward shipments of chemicals 
except for salt cake, of which consid- 
erable has been done since it was 
known this article would be on the 
free list under the new tariff. It is re 
ported that a new maker of bleaching 
powder in the West will soon be in 
the market to secure a share of the 
trade in this article, which at cuirent 
prices must eventually prove a “gold 
mine,”’ Brimstone is easier for fu 
ture delivery and the same may be 
raid of nitrate of soda. Chlorate of 
potash is weak and depressed. Ox- 
alic acid is a shade firmer and the 
same may be said of both cream tar- 
tar and tartaric acid. The other 
light chemicals show few changes, as 
noted below. The Chemical Journal 
of Liverpool in a recent issue, in 
speaking of that market says: 
‘‘Ohemicals continue quiet and prices 
unaltered, Bleaching powder in 
rather better demand at £7 5s per 
ton. 76 77% caustic soda £10 108 per 
ton. Soda crystals £2 per ton, gross 
weight, Sulphur £3 17s 6d per ton. 
Bleaching powder softs £7 10s per ton 
net, hards £7 15s per ton; c1ustic soda 
76-77% £10 108 per ton, do 70% £9 per 
ton; recovered sulphur, 2 cwt bags, 
£3178 6d per ton; soda ash 48% £3 
128 6d per ton net, do 52% £3 16s 3d 
per ton, do 66% £4 per ton; alkali36% 
£2168 per ton net; soda crystals, 
casks, £2 per ton gross weight, do 2 
cwt bags £2 per ton net; chlorate of 
potash 7%d per Ib less 6%; pure 
white sulphate of alumina £4 2s 6d 
per ton net,” 


Heavy Chemioalis. 


Carbonated Soda Ash.—Only small 
Inquiries for this style of goods. For 
store parcels of 48% they are asking 
1 60@1 60c, as to make and quantity. 
There is not much demand for future 
shivments of high test, for which 1@ 
1(5c is asked, as to quantity and 
style of package. For a round lot 
these prices no doubtcould be shaded 
ona prompt bid. Agents as a ruledo 
not carry any stock of consequence of 
this class of goods. 

Alkali—The arrivals to all ports 
coutinue ample to meet all require- 
ments, As the bulk is under contract 
for consumption, very little comes on 
the market for resale. So far the 
strikes on the various rail lines have 
not interfered with shipments. A de- 
lav of a few weeks will not seriuosly 
affect the glass trade, as the factories 
are now about all closed for the sum- 
mer. Thereis not much inquiry for 
contracts extending over next fire, 
consequently holders are not quoting 
low prices unless actual business isin 
sight. For high test in pags for fu- 
ture delivery 92%c is nomina ly quot- 
ed and for casks 974%@le, either for 
spot or forward, as to quantity and 


make. 

Orystal Carbonate.—Stocks here and 
nearby are exhausted, consequently 
it is pM impossible to give quota- 
tions. For future delivery agents are 
naming 180@1 85c, as to quantity and 
position of goods, The recent warm 
spell has increased the demand for 
this article beyond its usual propor- 
tions is the cause assigned for the 
scarcity of supplies.

Caustic Soda—As yet no trouble hag 
been experienced in getting goods 
shipped promptly to the West. Hoy 
long this will continue it is impossibl, 
to say. It is reported that stocks ip 
the West are ong in small com. 
pass, as few of the large consumer, 
carry any surplus stotks. Values 
here remain unchanged at 260@2 759, 
as to quantity and test. While for 
future contracts 2 50@2 55c is named, 
it is peg that owing to large 
stocks abroad makers are more dig. 
posed to entertain bids for a round 
lot. Powdered 98% is slow of sale at 
4%@5c, except for “Greenbanks,” 
for which quite an active demand {g 
reported at 5%c. 

Sal Soda.—The recent warm spell 
has increased the demand for domes. 
tic makes,stocks of which are getting 
light. It is reported that an ad. 
vance in prices may occur at any 
moment, though at the close 82{%@ 
85c fo b less the usual discount wag 
named only for a limited quantity, 
Foreign is alsoin better request for 
future delivery with sales reported 
at 80c, while for store parcels the 
price ranges from 90@95c as to make 
and quantity, 

Salt Cake.—It is estimated that 
about the half of the output of the 
various domestic makers has been 
sold for delivery over next fire at 
prices ranging from 45@655c as to 
quantity and rates of freight deliv. 
ered as to locations. Foreign is be. 
ing pushed in a quiet way at low fig. 
ures, though the general public quo- 
tation is 66c delivered at various 
Western points. 

Bleaching Powder.—There is almost 
nothing doing except cancelling con- 
tracts with mills that have closed 
down during the warm weather. Only 
small sales are reported on the spot 
at 190@210c as to quantity, make 
and holder, It is reported that the 
price for August shipments of prime 
hardwoods will be lower than that 
uamed for July of 1%0. Evidently 
manufacturers who have had experi- 
ence do not care to accumulate stocks 
made during the warm months, 


Aolds. 


Acetic.—The market continues more 
or less unsettled, owing to competi- 
tion among the various makers. Reg. 
ular makes are quoted at 1 60c and 
upwards, as to size of the order, 
though other makes are reported ag 
being procurable at 1 40c, or a shade 


less. 

Oxalic.—The demand at the mo: 
ment is only moderate on account of 
the closing of so many mills in the 
East during the summer months, 
Only smail sales are reported of Ger- 
man at 6%@6%c, and of English at 
7@7}<c, as to quantity and holder.

He stated that cutting is being pur- 
sued in a more systematic manner 
there than ever before, and that the 
successive troubles in Hayti have 
given the logwood industry in Ja- 
maica a stimulus. Greater care is 
being exercised in the care of the 
trees which are not cut until in 
prime condition and containing 
a full amount of dye; whereas, 
heretofore, the disposition has been 
to cut indiscriminately. Many of the 
cutters are trying the experiment of 
crushing the wood themselves before 
shipment, but thus far it has not been 
eminently satisfactory. The great 
drawback to cutting in Jamaica is 
that the estate owners are not able to 
export their own wood, and are 
obliged to dispose of it through com- 
mission men, and in many instances 
the profit to the estate owners is very 
much cut down. This applies more 
especially to estates at some distance 
from the coast: and in fairly accessi- 
ble localities the profit to the cutters 
is all that could be expected. Mr. 
Bravo reports that a go.d deal of 
wood s now being cut, and expresses 
the belief that Jamaica is about to 
come to the front as a logwood ex- 
porting country. 


»— 
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Oil of Turpentine. 
BY E J, PARRY. 


The analysis of oil of turpentine is 
a task which is not of.en under- 
tuken. The following notes, with 
some examples of old turpeniine 
of poor quality, may be of in- 
terest. Few bodies yield more infor- 
mation for this purpose, in response 
to physical tests, than turpentine, and 
purely chemical tests are seldom em- 
ployed, and indeed are almost im- 
practicable, It will be remembered 
that turpentine consists almost en- 
tirely of a mixture of several hydro- 
carbons of the formula O,,4,,, termed 
terpenes, bodies of extreme interest 
and complexity from achemical point 
of view, all possessing what is termed 
an ‘“‘asymetric carbon atom”’ or ‘‘non- 
superposable image,” thus being 
capable of ecteting the plane of po- 
larization. In addition to this per 
erty they are very readily susceptible 
to both poly merization aod “isomer- 
ization.’”” Trebene, of course, is a 
good example of the latter phenome- 
non. Russian turpentine, in addi- 
tion, contains a number of foreign 
bodies, such as phenol, benzene hy: 
drocarbons, &c. The following are 
the chief methods in the examination 
of commercia! samples: 


OPTICAL ACTIVITY. 
The optical activity is a useful test, 
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providing that the origin of the sam- 
ple be known. For example, French 
oil is strongiy levo rotary (25°—36°), 
while American oil is the reverse 
(8°—16°), as is Russian (15°—%26°), 
Hence, a French turpentine with a 
small left-handed rotation would in- 
dicaie either addition of an inactive 
substance like petroleum or of Amer- 
ican oil, But as these limits are very 
wide, and may even be exceeded, the 
specific rotation yields little reliable 
information. 
SPECIFIC GRAVITY. 

The specific gravity should be taken 
in the ordinary way at 166° O. It 
should lie between ‘880 and ‘880. The 
best and freshest oils will seldom ex- 
ceed ‘872, however. The following 
are the gravities of three old samples 
to be described here: 

(1) ‘8771. 
(2) ‘8733. 
(3) 88650, 

No. vo, indeed, is a very doubtful 
sawple, and [ am not at all convinced 
of its genuineness from this and other 
figures I have found for it, 

. RESIDUE AT 100° o. 


The residue left on drying the sam- 
ples at 100° is a gummy and viscous 
mass, becoming hard on cooling. In 
the best oils this should not exceed 5 
tol percent. In older samples, how- 
ever, this increases to 2°5 per cent. or 
even more. The residues obtained 
from the three samples iu question 
were; 

(1) 2°4 per cent, 

(2) 15 ys 

(3) 3°65 —s “* 
VISCOSITY. 

The viscosity is not, perhaps, of 
much importance, but as I have made 
the determinations I may as well re- 
cord them here The viscosity at 65° 
F. of genuine fresh turpentine (ex- 
pressed in seconds, taken on Red- 
wood’s viscometer) is slightly higher 
than that of water, being about 27. 
The following results were obtained : 

(1) 26°5. 
26°56. 

(2) 29°0. 
29°6, 

(3) 27°0. 

(4) 27:0. 
FLASH POINT. 


The flash point, however, yields 
some good indications. Not of the 
age, 80 much, but especially of adul- 
teration with petroleum spirit. Good 
oil flashes in the close test at about 
92° F., and 1 per cent, of petroleum 
spirit lowers this figure by about 10° 
F. The test should be taken in the 
official instrument devised by Sir 
Frederick Abel and used for testing 
petroleum under the Petroleum act, 
Two of the samples already referred 
to gave as their flash points ia this 


instrument, 
(1) 96° F. 
(2) 98° F, 
FRACTIONATION, 


The most valuable indication, how- 
ever, is that obtained by the distilla- 
tion of the samples. One hundred cc. 
should be distilled carefully, and the 
various fractions measured. Genuine 
oil commences to distil at from 150°— 
156° O. The temperature quickly 
rises to 158° or 169°, and between this 
and 161° the greater portion of the oil 
distils and 90 per cent, will pass over 
below 165°, and almost all of the re- 
mainder comes over under 186°, In 
Russian turpentine, however, the 
boiling point is somewhat higher, and 
the majority comes over between 170° 
and 180°, The process of boiling nat- 
urally tends to polymerize the hydro. 
carbons, and thus the “tailings,’’ 
which should be small, boil at a very 
high temperature. These are of a 
deep yellow or brown color. In ths 
cases given below 50 cc. were dis- 
tilled, and the composition of the 





fractions shows that the samples are 


not good fresh turpentine. They 
were as follows:

In this case the “‘tailings’’ were as 
high as 13 per cent. over 190°O. The 
boiling point was 156°, and, as be- 
fore, the greater portion of the first 
fraction came over between 158° and 
160°. In arepeated determination of 
this sample 78 per cent, came over 
below 165°, as against 74 per cent. in 
the first determination. 

Te first two samples were cer- 
tainly genuine samples of turpentine, 
the third was a somewhat doubtful 
one. However, a good, fresh oil 
should at least comply with the fol- 
lowing requirements: It should not 
be at all discolored, and should only 
leave a residue on drying of at most 
1 per cent. At least 85 per cent. 
should distil over under 166° O., a 
large fraction of which should come 
over at 168°—161°, The boiling 

oint should not be below 150°. 

he specific gravity should lie be- 
tween ‘860 and ‘872 (usually about 
866). The flash point should not be 
below 90° F., or the sample may be 
adulterated with petroleum. The vis- 
cosity may be taken, and should not 
exceed 28 seconds, In addition, if 
necessary, the sample may be exam 
ined accoiding to Armstrong’s meth 
od depending on the polymerization of 
the terpenes by strong H,Su, and the 
indifference of petroleum to this re- 
agent,

2, Taz Lamp, 


Is it dirty? Has it been emptied re 
cently? Every lamp should be emptied 
completely once a week, and always be- 
fore putting in a new wick. 

Is your lamp filled frequently? Lamps 
should be filled every day, so that you 
may begin the work of the evening with 
a@ full fount, 


8. Taz Buena, 

Is the burner clean? The life of the 
flame is the air it sucks through the 
holes in the disk around the wick tube, 
If the flame is smoky, see whether these 
holes are clogged or gummed. If 80, 
boil the entire burner for a few moments 
in sal-soda water. 


4, TRIMMING 


Does the wick need to be trimmed! 
If yes, do not scrape it off; this hurts 
the wick and fills the burner with soot, 
Cut it evenly across the top and slightly on 
the corners, 

Trim the wick every day. Putina 
new wickonce a month, The expense of 
a new wick is trifling. Dry a new wick 
thoroughly before putting it in the lamp, 

By following th« above rules and us- 
ing only the American Wick, you will 
get perfect light, as harmless to the eye 
as sun-light,
